down all your ſtrong holds, and ſhew you the vanity of 
all your imaginations : you have broke this Command 
all ye that have any thing more then your poor bro.he, 
the Loid, the our-caſt of the earth, and impart not i0 
him; ye are accurſed , andhated wirh 2n everlaſting 
hatred, while they are bleſſed in their poyerty , and 
loved with an everliſting love.

which is in him,1s in ten thouſand, therefore by the

Covetonſaeſs is the root of all evil : For it deſires Se. 
paration,or to deſtroy from our neighbour chat which 
1S his as well 1s ours : 1t 1s never content but with 
oppreſſion of its own fleſh, blood, and bone in diſtin. 
ion from its ſelf : it owns not bone of his bone, and 
fleſh of his fleſh, in any thing , bur in one particular 
form which he calls Himſelf ; and is altogether ref} 
leſs, till he hath ſubdued all others under him in thi; 
kinde of exaltation. And this is called Covetouſneh, 
which thou ſhalr not be one with : tor the Lord'sey 
alcation is onely in and through all 5 heis never per. 
ted, but in all tulneſsro all, No want is foundin hi 
houſe which is nigh unto thee 3 there 1s all manner 
food, both of catrel, oxen, and aſſes. All creatures 
become here nigh unto us, and all ſervice is her 
done freely and fully by both men anq maid-ſeryants 
kere is in this Oneneſs all Diſtinions,and all but on 
nigh unto us, a bower,or place of refuge and ſuppor; 
which we covering, at once deſtroy all this, and init 
room leave our ſelves naked, are aſhamed, andiet 
reſt or clothing our of chis Uniry,bur finde none,bi 
ſuch as tear in pieces as faſt 5s we can make them, $ 
dry fig-leaves,thar are rent with every buſh.. Andri 
Command was given to Adam in the Garden, 7 
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« fralt not cover, Thou ſhilt not eat of that which brings 


forth a plural eſtate of good and evil, bur of all things: 
in-one, and one in :1]: for if thou doſt , thou cxalteſt 
thy ſelf above thy maker; who is all; for which thou 
ſhalt be caſt down to hell, as in the day thou eateſt 
thereof thou ſhalt die. So that we ſee plainly, that 
to bring our ſelves into bondage to that which 1s 
bound to us in an unity in and through all creatures, 
asto labour and toil for that which is the prodnt of ir 


elf, of all things , is ro be covetous of that which is 


not ours , but every ones in the Unity, and not any 
ones but in and through that union which is the Lord 
and life of all diſtin&tions ; and therefore it is called 
The root of ai evil, Hecauſe in it is found the atual 
breach of all Gods Commands : As firſt, it is the 
making to our ſelves other gods, thar periſh with us. Se- 
condly , Coverouſneſs reprefents to us nothing but 
ſhadows, the /ikeneſs of things, in the room of the 
thing or things themſelves, which doth not profit us. 
Thirdly, it renders us vazz in all our outgoings,to take 
the name of the Lord into cur mouthes to our own 
deſtruction : for in that we own not him in all things, 
who 1Sall,and not anyparticular thing or things, we be- 
come vain in our own imaginations, and worſhip that we 
know nort,through our darkneſs & ignorance. 4'y, we 


_ deftroy in and through Covetouſneſs the Sabbath or 
Cay of reſt, which is onely bleſſed, and a!l other days 


and times are accurſed, which produceroil and I1bour 
mall our a&tions. And fifthly, itproverh d:ſhnour ro 
father and mother , which is that ſtate of unity in and 
th:ovgh 8llco Nouriſhment an4 Conrentednels ; it de- 
liroys this, and makes us become children void of un- 
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derſtanding, being in need of atutor, whichis one fa. #4 
ther and mother (or Unity) in and through all Diver. | 
ſity; wcich 1s Love, oreverlaſting life. Sixthly,.ir 
brings forth murther, to be coverous, and makes men 
ſay ro themſelves, This is no: yours, but mine; and 
ſo brings forth Contention, which produceth Blood. 
ſhed ; while the Lord ſai h, that rhe bea#ts upon a they. 
fand hills are mine_ ;, all is ours, heaven, earth, and ſea 
with the fulneſs thereof. Seventhly, Adultery appears 
in this horrid ſhape of Covetouſneſs, makes us to ſee 
one woman handſome, and another not, this worthy 
of owning, and another not : whilſt we muſt needs ac« 
knowledge, if we do but conſider that the Lord ha 
made of one blood all Nations, That there is not King and 
Begpger, Foul and Fair, with him, bur thou art alto- 
gether comely, a fir perſon to be both husband and 
wiſe, in him 3 bur out of him, nothing. Women 
tisfie not one man (though many) till all one in him 
who is all ; and then the thoughts of adultery and for: 
nication are not in the leaſt before us,there being pro- 
perly but ene man and one woman in this man which 
isall. Eighthly, Theft is alſo found in Covetouſneſs: 
for, in that we own any thing diſtin from our neigh- 
bour, we rob him of his due; and ſo cauſeth Con- 
tention on every ſide ; which we finde altogether in 
the great ones of the earth, who have by their fraud | 
deceived all nations, and keep them in bondage, which 
. appears by the poor, their own neereſt and deareſt re- 
lations , which lic in the ſtreets ready to periſh for 
want of food, while the rich men are glorying in their 
pomp and pride, or Coats of Honour ; wherein they 
are deceived : for if they knew rheir houſe and famil 
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-- the verieſt rogue that is moſt abominable, that 1's” 
|. crying for food , is their natural father 3 whom they 
diſowning , cannot make out to reaſonable men from 
whence they did proceed, and ſo muſt nzeds become 
baſtards and wot ſons ; which is their proper Pedigree, 
' Ninthly, the fin of Covetoufneſs begets falſe wirneſs- 
' bearing in abundance : it brings forth two or three to 
| bear record to it ſelf forlife, which is deſtruction : for 
life conſiſts not in Diverſity, bt in Univerſity: its 
the witneſs of two or three to the diſcovery of pro- 
perty, that brings life 1n one , as evening and morn- 
ing, being two, produceth in irs diſcovery, it felt, or 
third witneſs ; which is the reconciling of both into 
one, which is a perfe& day, which commands a ceſſa- 
tion from thoſe Diſtintions. God being one, all in 
all, will have no other name named in heaven,earth,or 
ſea, bur himſelf. Tenthly , Coverouſneſs deſtroys 
God himſelf, and makes him become, in this fimili- 
wde of things, a meer Devil or deceiver , which de- 
ſtroys the workmanſhip of his hands ; it takes away 
our neighbours wife, ſervant, ox, aſs, all things thar 
are his onely in Unity, to be his in Diſ-union, and ſo 
breaks in pieces the Lords bonds, and diſ- joyns thoſe 


that the Lord hath joyned, who is no reſpeter of 
perſons, | |
